campaign. He has many admirers 
and supporters in the northwest He 
was re-elected to the senate in 1922 
by a very large vote, made up of his 
own faction of republicans, of all 
the socialists in the most socialistic 
state in the union, and a great many 
democrats. His backing in

northwestern states is similar. There 
wttl be little "disposition to laugh at 
his convention, no matter how much 
it may-look like a peep into the cave 
of Adullam.

STORM DAMAGE TO FRUIT 


Apple Orchards Hard Hit By Wind 


and Strawberries Too Ripe 


to Ship. 


NEMAHA, Neb., June 24.—It is es- 


timated that twenty-five per cent 
damage to the apple crop in this 
vicinity has been down by hail and 
wind during the last two weeks. One 
veteran grower, E. E. Moore, reports 
a loss of as high as forty percent to- 
his apples. He has an orchard of 
slightly over forty acres, always a 
heavy bearer ,and last week a hail 
storm cutting- across this territory 
knocked many- small apples from the 
trees on the Moore place, and badljr 
bruised half of those remaining"'6ns 
the trees. Wind on several occa- 
sions 
did considerable damage to 


this orchard, as well as many others 
in this viicnity. The shipment of 
carloads of apples from Nemaha this 
fall will be curtailed at least fifty 
carloads accordin gto hte best infor- 
mation.

BBeaux Arts, with Rodin presiding 
In Rumania his "Flirt" was pur- 
chased by Queen Marie, one of his 
statutes was installed in the minis- 
try of foreign affairs by Premier 
Jonescu, and his symbolic head of 
Chronos 
(Times) 
dominates the 


"Stairway of Honor" in the national 
bank in Bucharest 
Savargin is one 


of the great artistic names of Ru- 
mania. 
No one warned him, however, that 


New York is far from Bucharest and 
that reputations travel slowly. 


Bibesco Not Sculpture Expert. 
Here he found to his dismay that 


Prince Bibesco, the Rumanian min- 
ister, knows all about Rumanian 
aviation, but does not seem to have 
paid much attention to Rumanian 
sculpture. 
The prince sent him to 


the Rumanian consulate, but all he 
got there was the criticism that he 
should have written first to inquire 
about the market for sculpture in 
New "York before he undertook the 
tripTo make matters 
worse, when 


Savargin went to the pier to claim 
the cases of sculpture he had sent 
separately by freight, he was told 
that a chain had broken when two 
of the. cases were being loaded at 
Constanza and the cases fell from 
the derrick to the bottom of the hold 
of the ship. Half of his proposed 
exhibit and most of" his important 
works were reduce'd to small frag- 
ments. He will not be able to sue 
for damages until he returns to Ru- 
mania. 
Savargin says be expected to be 


received here as visiting artists are 
received in Rumania. He called on 
George Grey Barnard, presented a 
letter of introduction, showed hira 
photographs of his work, and an- 
nounced that he had what was left 
of It at No. 212 East Thirty-sixth 
street. Then he went home to wait 
for visitors. 


A reported found 
him the other 


day waiting 
despondently in the 


front parlor of an 
old-fashioned 


house, with his wife and his sculp- 
ture. His money has slipped away 
at a castastrophic rate. Each dollar 
means 200 Rumanian lei, on which 
a family might live in Bucharest two 
days. 


No Room to Work. 


He has received a few friendly 


notes from George Grey Barnard, 
but no visitors. 
While waiting for 


them he has not been able to see 
much of the American work in the 
museums. He is not bitter. He is 
simply nervous and uncomfortable. 


"I have not been able to work for 


months," he said. 
"There is ao 


room here, and it is terrible for au 
artist when he does not work." 


He wants to go home. 
He says the Rumanian consulat; 


has offered him free steerage pas- 
sage with his .wife if he will sisn 
a letter saying the Rumanian offi- 
cials here have done everything pos- 
sible for him and confessing that be 
himself made a mistake in coming 
to America. 


He has not yet accepted. He hopes

extended. The public suffered from 
such abuses many years before regu- 
latory acts were passed. In any case 
where the provisions of the consti- 
tution designed to prevent -the grant- 
ing of special privileges, favors or 
preferences are clearly violated by 
the legislature, it is the imperative 
duty of courts to declare such enact- 
ments void. As a matter of public] 
policy, in the judgment of the writer, 
but few classes of persons should be 
accorded special privileges upon the 
railroads of the country, and these 
classes should be in the main con- 
nected with the 
operation of ths 


roads, or with ffie protection of the 
public. I am inclined to think that 
the courts have gone far in uphold- 
ing 
legislation 
permitting 
some 


classes to ride free, and that the 
privilege granted by some of the 
statutes might well be curtailed by 
legislation. This is not said as ex-

>f the court." 


Must ue Plain Violation.

Legality of the sentence of Wil-, 


lard V. Mathews, former president 
of the Guaranty Securities company 
now serving time at Lancaster for 
embezzlement, was argued before 
Judge Munger Tuesday morning in 
the course of habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings instituted last week. 


Argument centered on the general 


savings clause in the Nebraska stat- 
utes, which Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Dort maintained was sufficient 
to cover the indictment and sentence 
of the banker. The new statute is 
practically the same as the one re- 
pealed by the 1921 legislature, Mr. 
Dort said, and he argued that the 
egislature had no intention of is- 
suing any pardons, as would have 
jeen the effect had no section 3097 
seen replaced by one covering the 
same ground. The same points had 
been settled by the supreme court, 
he said, in the case of Lower vs. 
State. 
John M. Priest argued that the 


general savings clause was not in- 
tended to cover both civil and crim- 
inal actions, and pointed out that 
every new statute except the one in 
question and another involved in the 
Mathews case, had specific savings 
clauses attached, and had the legis- 
lature intended section 3097 to re- 
main in effect, it would have incor- 
porated savings clauses. In fell cases 
under the statute except the Lower 
case, he said, the defendants had 
been discharged on the ground that 
the law was ex post facto in their 
cases, and the Lower case was now 
pending In the United States su- 
preme court on a writ of error in- 
cluding this point 
John Mattox, also appearing for 


Mr. Mathews, pointed out that the 
legislature of 1873 which passed the 
ceneral savings clause now in ef- 
fect, had eleven days later passed a 
criminal savings clause. He drew the 
inference that the general clause 
could not be construed to cover the 
Mathews case.

conventions were to be relied upon, 
one of these two leaders would be 
nominated. 
Wilson beat Clark at 


Baltimore in 1912. Cox beat McAdoo 
in 1920.

The opponents of McAdoo charge

TO REPAY MME. CRIGNIER 


Woman Whose House Torn Down 


to Secure Body of John Paul 


Jones to Be Reimbursed. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 —A score 


of years have grayed the 
hair of 


Madame Crignier of Paris since 
workmen digging for the bones of 
John Paul Jones under her house 
caved in its walla—but the American 
congress has not yet paid her dam- 
ages. 


Seventeen successive times, friend- 


ly senators have introduced bills in 
as many years, providing for a pay- 
ment of $13,511.13 to the madame, 
but seventeen times hard, calculat- 
ing and ungenerous members of the 
house have turned her down. That 
is—until this year. 


At last, this year, while the ivy- 


grows higher and higher on Madame 
Crignier's new dwelling, the house 
finally agreed to compensate her. 
But Ill-fortune 
pursued the claim. 


Embodied in the 
deficiency 
bill 


which was caught in the final jam 
in the senate and failed of passage, 
the appropriation died. 


So Madame Crignier's $13,511.13 


remains unpaid. 
If interest were 


added it would be much larger. Per- 
haps at the December session, when 
the deficiency bill will be rushed 
thru in the first days, finis will be 
written to the unpleasant story of 
American churlishness. 


General Horace Porter, then Amer- 


ican ambassador to France, early in 
the 'OOs, caused a search to be made 
for the mortal remains of John Paul 
Jones, the first and most famous of 
American naval commanders, whom 
he greatly admired. After combing 
cemetery after cemetery of a hun- 
dred years before, the bones were 
finally located 
under the house 


which Madame Crignier had built 
over them. 


Digging for them, however, weak- 


ened the walls, and down they came. 
Porter asked congress to pay the 
damages with the result described. 


The bones of John Paul Jones, 


long since removed from their cen- 
tury-long 
sleeping 
place 
under 


Madame Crignier's bouse, now re- 
pose in a magnificient mausoleum 
and 
chapel at Annapolis 
naval 


academy.

Fleeter almost than the sun itself, 
Lieut Russell Maughan flew by day- 
light from New York to San Fran- 
cisco Monday, 
and 
the dream of 


American airmen of a dawn to dusk 
trans-continental 
flight 
became a 


reality. 


A new era of aviation has been 


opened up by the courageous anc 
successful venture, army and civilian 
flying men declared today, as con- 
gratulations were showered upon th6" 
army officer who left Mitchell field. 
New York at 2:59 a. m. eastern 
standard time, and arrived In Saa 
Francisco 21 hours and 45 minutes 
later. 


What army men visualize is a fleet 


of airplanes on one coast called by 
wire or wireless to defense of the 
other and spanning the entire United 
States within a single day. 


It was past dusk when Maughau's 


record flight came 
to 
an end at 


Crlssey Field, but airmen pointed 
out he had delayed at dawn, that the 
sun was up thirty-seven minutes be- 
fore the little plane hummed off into 
the west and that the flyer actually 
arrived eighteen 
minutes ahead of 


•Chedule. 


Maughan was "air sick" a couple 


of dozen times during his flight. He 
ate little, he said, between the time 
he left New York and his arrival 
here. 


Face wind-burnt, eyes flaming, red 


rimmed, sunken 
and 
bloodshot, 


hands trembling with sheer fatigue, 
the airman was bundled off to bed 
after he had sketched a brief, un- 
romatic word picture of his epoch- 
making flight.

No Heater Will Poison You

ECENTLY a correspondent wrote me about 


the dangers from the use of illuminating gas 
for heating purposes. 


This man was seriously poisoned many years 


ago. Since then he has suffered from various symp- 
toms, all of which he attributes to this accident. 


Most of our modern inventions, provided they 


are properly used, we may count as blessings. 
Among such is the artificial heater. 
Gas, kero- 


sene, cTiarcoal or electricity may be utilized for 
heating purposes if used correctly. 


have no worry about using heaters 
of any kind. 
Test the tubing and connections 


of the heaters at frequent intervals 
and your safetv will be guaranteed.

Spring and Fall and the occasional chilly days of Summer are made 


more comfortable by having proper heating facilities at hand. To my 
mind, the ideal "extra" heat is fronr 
an open fire. Unfortunately we can- 
not all enjoy this luxury. We can 
have extra heat from, some type of 
stove and suffer no Ill-effects if only 
a little care is used. 


Kerosene, gas, charcoal, electric- 


ity—whichever one of these elements 
you use for heating purposes is all 
right if you remember about the ne- 
cessity for pure air and proper ven- 
tilation. 
Few persons would think of sleep- 
ing in a room, with several others 
with the windows all closed. Yet I 
have known these same kind of peo- 
ple to light a gas or kerosene stove 
and then close all the windows! 


Without plenty of oxygen to 


breathe our bodies cannot live. The 
lungs cannot function properly and 
with the loss of the oxygen from the 
air breathed, consciousness is lost.' 


There are several kinds of gas poi- 
soning. One form comes from a leak 
in the pipe or jet, or in the defective 
tube leading to the stove. In such 
a case the gas escapes directly into 
the room." 


"When gas stoves are burned for 


several hours and no fresh air ..is al- 
lowed in the room, the air becomes 
devitalized. That Is, the part of the 
atmosphere essential to 
life—the 


oxygen—is burned up, leaving car- 
bon monoxide, a poisonous gas. 
In all cases of gas poisoning there 


are several common symptoms. Diz- 
ziness, headache, uneven or stagger- 
ing gait, weakness, prostration and 
ev.en unconsciousness are among 
these. 
As a rule, exposure to fresh air, 


the giving of stimulants, artificial 
respiration and rest, will restore the 
victim of gas poisoning. 


In cases where the process of poi- 
soning has been gradual, extending 
over a number of hours, more dras- 
tic measures must be employed. 


In this type of case there may be 
unconsciousness and convulsions. 
Send for the doctor at once. He will 
order a pulmotor and prescribe ade- 
quate treatment until it arrives.

you can heat your house much bet- 
ter if you have fresh air than if all 
the windows are closed, you need'

Holland—Sweden-—Switzerland— 


Uruguay. 


With 
the possible exception of 


Sweden, none of thes"e countries will 
cut much of a figure in the remam- 
der ot the games. 


Neither will Czecho-Slo\akia. nor 


the Irish Free state, nor Bulgaria. 
Yet these countries furnished soccer 
teams that were in the running after 
those 
of the 
United States 
and 


France had been eliminated. 


Game is One of Simplest. 


One reason for the truly interna- 


tional scope of soccer is its simplic. 
ity. It is played on a level field, the 
object being to kick a ball between 
' two 
posts 
and beneath 
a third. 


Eleven men play on a side and that 
is about all there is to the game. 


Different nations may develop dif- 


ferent 
technique; 
some 
ma\ use 


their heads like feet or their feet 
like 
heads, and work up a tricky 


passing game, but after all, there is 
the ball, and the single idea of the 
game is to work it down the field 
some way and kick it thru that goal. 


Probably 
this simplicity, 
more 


than anything else, accounts for the 
fact that the game is played, and 
played well, in every country. The 
Swiss could scarcely be expected to 
hold their own in deep-sea diving and 
pole vaulting is thus far a lost are in 
Soviet 
Russia, 
but in every land 


there is some level sward and some 
boys and men willing to get out and 
kick a ball around. 


The four countries that outlasted 


all others in Olympic 
elimination 


macthes and .came down to the final 
tests—Urugary, Switzerland, Sweden 
and 
Holland — showed 
different 


styles of play, 
different 
qualifica- 


tions of championship caliber. 


The Swiss team was the best at 


the short game, dribbling and pass- 
ing, feinting and at trick plays. Yet 
the Uruguayans wore 
them to a 


frazzle in the finals and beat them 
handily, 3 to 0. 


Sweden's big husky team was de- 


feated by the diminutive Swiss in the 
semi-final 
and 
Hollard 
lost to 


Uruguay in a game which was vainly 
protested. 
Sweden then beat Hol- 


land and the final standing was:

As Good as Prfifessionals.

Vv-hen the famous Indian chief, Logan 
uttered his philippic against the 
whites in 1774, still is standing some 
ten miles from Circleville, Ohio. It 
is not so sturdy as it was 100 years 
ago, but, barring unusual storms, it 
should stand for 
a generation or 


more. 


Chief Cornstalk was there as were 


numerous other leaders of various 
tribes, but Logan, chief of the Min- 
goes, refused to attend. Lord Dun- 
more especially wanted his signature 
to the pact and he sent John Gibson, 
a friend, for him. Gibson met up 
with Logan in the forest near what 
is Circleville. They walked for a 
short distance and then stopped un- 
der a gigantic elm tree. Logan in 
the meantime refusing to see Lord 
Dunmore. 
It was under this tree 


that Logan spoke his famous mes- 
sage: 


"I appeal to any white man to say 


it ever he entered Logan's cabin 
hungry and he gave him not meat; 
if ever he came cold and naked and 
he clothed him not. During the 
course of the last, long and bloody 
war. Logan remained idle in his 
cabin, an advocate of peace. 
Such 


was my love for the whites that my 
countrymen pointed as they passed 
and said, 'Logan is the friend of the 
white man.' I had ever thought to 
live with you but for the injuries of 
one man. Colonel Cessap last spring 
in cold blood and unprovided, mur- 
dered all the relatives of Logan, not 
sparing even his women and chil- 
dren. There runs not a drop of my 
blood in the veins of any living crea- 
ture. This called on me for revenge, 
I have sought it. I have killed 
many. I have fully glutted my ven- 
geance. 
For my country, I rejoice 


at the beams of peace. Yet do not 
harbor the thought that mine is the 
joy of fear. Logan never felt fear. 
He will not turn on his heel to save 
his life. Who is there to mourn for 
Logan?

News of 
the deaths caused by the epidemics 
of motor accidents is displayed on 
the front pages of the newspapers. 
It has come to pass that the man 
who has been saved from typhoid 
fever because of years of effort on 
the part of the doctors and the 
health authorities may have escaped 
only to meet his end on a grade 
crossing.

They are 
reminded that, as the liability to 
death from certain diseases has been 
diminished, the likelihood of violent 
death in certain forms has been in- 
creased.

MEN AND THINGS 


The impossibility of any political alliance be- 


tween the farmers and the laborers of the 
country has long been recognized by thought- 
ful men, and if it were not for the presence 
among the farmers of a considerable number 
of soclallstically-lncllned men the scheme 
would long ago have been abandoned. The 
unanimity with which even the radical farm- 
ers in the St. Paul hodge podge turned against 
the unemployment dole is significant Men 
who work hard for themselves object very 
strenuously to taking part of the proceeds of 
their labor and handing it over to some fellow 
who may or may not be anxious to work. It 
is easy to comprehend why labor, with the 
threat of idleness ever hanging above its head, 
• wants this sort of insurance against want, Just 
as it is easy to see why the capitalist fanner 
will have none of it 


Sentiment and politics do not much influ- 


ence the farmer vote or opinion. There are two 
economic reasons why the man who owns the 
soil he tills will never make a permanent alli- 
ance with organized labor. The one is that the 
farmer is an employer of labor and interested 
11 getting it as cheaply as possible. He is a 
capitalist with a larger average investment 
than the general run of business men, and tha 
clafflf consciousness of one is just as well de- 
veloped as the class consciousness of the other. 
The second reason is that the farmer is a large 
buyer of union made goods and of transporta- 
tion, the price of which to him is largely af- 
fected by the labor cost in making and moving 
goods. Business oil and water do not mir. 


-Political writers borrow a Ipt of worry and 
trouble. The loud-mouthed among the public- 
'ity seekers are probably to blame for the be- 
lief that the self-reliance that has been the 
making as well as the pride of Americanism 
bad been undermined by the 
propaganda 


spread by the deluded chaps who come here 
from Europe with the notion that her economic 
troubles have the same bottom causes are 
ours and who preach a doctrine of politics and 
government strange to American ears. Yet 
when a convention is held these aliens in 
thought if not in fact are found to be a small 
handful, not agreed among themselves, sub- 
servient to a little group of leaders whose 
greed for power sticks out all over them, and 
apologetic rather than aggressive. 


The cherry is the most disappointing of 


fruits. Nothing is prettier than the combina- 
tion of bright red globules and green leaves 
that make up the ensemble of the tree at this 
time of year. Hold a cherry up to the sun and 
the shaft of light that pierces thru it discloses 
a richness of color and design that are en- 
chanting. Seen on the slanting shelves of the 
fruit stand It is most enticing. Yet when you 
come to bite it, one either gets something as 
Insipid as an Omaha newspaper editorial or so 
sour that it Is impossible to say whether the 
girl-who is eating it is deliberately winking at 
you or undergoing a spasm of the rouge cen- 
ter. The cherry is the weed of the fruit fam- 
ily; It is always a sure crop and prolific as a 
political rumor factory. 


f One need not be serious-minded to conceive 
that-he has a rather solemn duty resting upon 
him to preserve and pass on to the coming 
generations the best there is in our institu- 
tions and our lives. This duty is as binding 
an obligation as that which one owes to his 
country or to his parents. For the truth is that 
what we are and what we have is the result 
more of community labor and sacrifice in the 
past than, in the efforts of any particular pro- 
genitor. America as it is today with its oppor- 
tunities that are ours comes from the exercise 
on the part of those here before us of intelli- 
gence, moral capacity and courage. We should 
display what we can marshal of these quali- 
ties- for 
the benefit of those who follow or 


mark ourselves down as ingrates. 


The platform of the 
convention recently 


held at St Paul is a curious conglomeration of 
programs that have no other object than to 
assist in the impossible task so many men have 
assigned themselves, that of lifting themselves 
up by the bootstraps, economically speaking. 
Most of the notions are imported from Europe. 
where they may fit conditions, but they appear 
fantastic to the average American mind. Xo 
man need remain poor and lowly in this land. 
Hera he has no other hurdles to Jump than 
those that naturally obstruct a man born out- 
side the purple circle. 
The conimunist pro- 


gram presents the worker as a part mendicant 
and a part holdup. He is not likely to relish 
•ither role.
